AN ATTEMPT AT SUNDAY PROSTITUTION 


The City Council, in committee meeting the 


other night, decided to not take action on the request 
to modify the ordinance which would prohibit danc- 
ing at Riverview Park. In this, we are certain they 
will have the support of most of the citizens of Elyria. 


In our opinion, if the proposition of opening 


Eiverview Park for Sunday dances was presented to 
the electors for their determination by a popular vote 
it would be overwhelmingly defeated. "We believe 
that regardless of whether the voters frequent the 
dance hall or whether they do not, they are against 
the prostitution of the day of rest to this end. There! 
are not any of them but what know they can get all 
the enjoyment there is in this form of recreation in 
six days out of the seven. 


The appeal for this day, which has been set apart j 


by law for rest, to be used in this fashion, has not! 
come from the frequenters of the dance hall. It has 
come from those who are commercializing it and de- 
sire to make a profit out of it. It is the spirit of the 
exploiter. This spirit does not care for religious in- 
stitutions, for moral restraints, or for the wage earn- 
ers' interest. It is after money, and it is the old ques- 
tion of money against the interests of the people. We 
have no fear of the City Council granting the appli- 
cation for Sunday dances. 


The City Council, we are certain, will express the 


sentiment of the city by taking this action.
